leſs while they are Perſons of Honour and

and only taken up by Way of Precaution. 
But what I ſhall ſpeak, ſhall at preſent re- 
late to the Circumſtances ef” their Con- 
finement, mnore;than to the Perſons confin'd. 

1 {111 not pretend to ſuppoſe, nor is it 
ſuppoſed even by the Government, that 
on Examination every Perſon confin'd thall 
appear Guilty, and GOD forbid 1 ſhould 
think ſoz no queſtion there may be ſome 
that are only number'd with the 'Tranfſgreſ- 
ſors, and who ſuffer for having. been found 
in bad Compar.yy— Nay 1 perſwade my ſelf, 
that every-Roman Catholick -is neither in 
this Deſign, or did ſo myth as wiſh its 
Sacceſs ; IT have nothing tofay tere, nor is 
it the Buſinefs of this Paper to diſpute, what

Religion 5, but this I know, there are ma- 
ny Gentlemen of the Roman Faith in this 
Iſland, who being abl= co judge rightly »f 
their Intereft as Britains, and the lntereft 
of their Families, who-have Eftates to loſe, 
or rather to ſave, are ſo ſenſible it is their 
true Intereſt to preſerve the publick Peace, 
and how deep Sufferers they ſhould be in 
all Attempts againſt that 5 however they 
might be pleaſed to have their uwn Religi- 
on adyanc'd, yet can never be brought to 
wiſh for it, with all the Circumftances of 
Blood, Confuſion and Diſorder, which muſt 
necefſarily follow the Attempt—And there- 
fore I cannot believe even every Roman Ca- 
tholick in-this Deſign, T am alſo fully per- 
ſwaded, and abundantly hopeful, chat ſome 
of the Roman Catholick Gentlemen, now 
under Confinement, will appear to be of 
this Number, being Men of Honour, Eſtates, 
Experience and Sence; but of that here- 
after. Much more ſha!l 1 hope, that ſuch 
Gentlemen among them, who have been 
always zealous for the Proteftant Intereft, 
and the preſent Presbyterian Government, 
that have been-formerly in the Jike Circum- 
ftances, and in the ſame Place for oppoſing

abundantly juftiie her Majeſty and the 
Government in theic Condu&,in this Aﬀair 
of their Impriſooment, and that is my next

For when I ſay, I hope many of them will 
appear Innocent, | do no way ſappoſe, the 
preſent Circumſtances contider'd, that all of 
thzm might not be juſtly render'd ſuſpeRed ; 
ſome by Family, ſome by Principles, ſome 
by PraQices, having been known to ftand 
on a Foqt differing wich the preſent Eftab- 
Jiſhment 3; and ig is no Injuftice to (@ſpeR 
thoſe; who by any of theſe may be ſuppoſed 
to wiſh for, or be pleas'd with the Altera 
tion. 

Punifhments and Sentences can only paſs 
afcer poſitive Evidence in Fatt, and ſo the 
Guilty alone can ſuffer 3 but Suſpicions are 
grounded upon the Surface of Things, and 
are formed from a Judgment made on Mens 
Interefts as well as AQions 3 and thus he 
who is by Principle a Facobite, ora Roman 
Catholick, and (v6 may be ſuppoſed to be 
in Intereſt oblig'd to purſae ſuch a Defign, 
may be juſtly ſuſpe&ed. to purſue it, be- 
cauſe all Mea are ſuppoſed to purſue what 
t5known to be their Intereſt, NG; 

Her Maj:fty therefore, who is a Pritceſs 
of Native Tend=rneſs, can by no means be 
charged with Cruelty, to the Perſons of 
the Gentlemen confin'd ; and if the Gentle- 
men themſelves would be pleaſed to refl:& 
on the Cruelty of the Defign it ſelf ag1inft 
the whole Ifland, which it would take up 
too much Room here to enlarge upon 
how they would haye dethron'd our Liber- 
ty, diffulv'd our Conſtitution, depos'd our 
Sovereign, and in ſhort involv'd us all in 
Blood, Miſety and Devaftation; It requires 

a much 


of theſe Gentlemen,is ſv much carry'd on— 
Even juſt as it is the great Reaſon, why 
we are not ſufficiently thankful to Almighty 
GOD tor the Deliverance it ſelf. _ 

And what could the Government do leſs 
than ſecure the Perſons of ſuch Gentlemen, 
whom they might have Reaſon to. appre- 
hend were not their Friends z ſecuring their 
Perſons, if they are not Guilty, is the leaft 
Injury that could be done them in the Caſe 
of a common Calamity; for the Govern-

merit offers at nothing but a Tryal of its 
Friends ; the Government does not pretend 
to judge cf their Guilt, that muſt be de- 
termined by Liw in-which I doube not 
they will haye Caule, whatever they thought 
before, to bleſs GOD for the Union, _ by 
which their Honour, Lives and Eſtates are 
no more, at the Mercy of their private 
Enemies, but they will have a fair, legal, 
juft and honovrable Opportunity to vingi- 
cate themſelves, have all Encouragement 
to clear themſelves, and have theic Exonc- 
raticn as publick as theirMisfortune—— Pe r- 
haps every Body is nor <qually ſenfib'e of 
the Advantage they have by this; but 1 
ſhall endeavour to make it plainer in my 
next, when 1 ſhall ſay ſumething to the 
News we have of the Priſoners being ſeat 
for to England, and of which th-y make 
great Complaint here as an unreaſonable 
Hardſhip.
